Truman Dark Flour Order Defeats 
Its Own Purpose, Declare Millers 


By XK ATHERINE BAKNWELL 

While Atlanta housewives were 
staging a small-scale run on white 
flour, seeking to store supplies be- 
fore the government-ordered dark- 
er flour reaches grocery shelves, 
Atlanta millers were charging that 
Truman’s dark flour order actual- 
ly was not fulfilling its purpose— 
more bread for starving people 
overseas. 

The head of one large flour mill- 


|ing company here said that the 


program “is a terrible failure thus 
far.” He maintained that Ameri- 
can people are being fvoled into 
the idea that by eating dark bread 
they are relieving hunger abroad, 
whereas no more wheat is being 
exported than formerly. 

President Truman’s order, re- 
quiring all mills to utilize 80 per- 
cent of the whole wheat grain in 
flour instead of the standard 72 
percent, took effect March 6, but 
only now is the darker flour mak- 
ing its appearance in Atlanta 
stores. 

Housewives have been rushing 


percent extraction order would be 
placed in effect. A manager of a 
large chain of groceries estimated 
that in his stores sales have been 
tripled. 

“I want to get a sack of white 
flour before the hoarders buy it 
all,” is the explanation one shop- 
per is said to have given. 

Reasons given for the charge 
that the wheat relief plan is a 
failure are several. One frequent- 
ly mentioned by millers is that the 
order itself will cause a large 
amount of waste. A miller ex- 
plained: 

“The order caused people to buy 
more of the old white flour than 
they actually need. With warm 
weather approaching, it is likely 
that a large amount of the hoard- 
ed flour will become rancid and 
filled with weevils. That, of 
course, is flour wasted, 

“The new 80 percent flour will 
not keep as well as the higher 
grade flour.

300,000 
Lint Bales 
For China 


WASHINGTON, March 19.— 
(UP)—The Export-Import Bank 
Tuesday night announced final 
agreement on a $33,000,000 cotton 


credit to China and said another 
$33,793,750 to finance purchases 
of transportation and power equip- 
ment has received preliminary 
approval. 

The cotton agreement was 
signed by the bank and the Bank 
of China and guaranteed by the 
Chinese government to make cot- 
ton available to China’s textile in- 
dustry. If the entire line of credit 
is used up to 300,000 bales of 
cotton may be shipped there. 

The other proposed credits, sub- 
ject to negotiation, will enable 
China to purchase ships, railway 
and coal-mining repair materials 
and equipment and auxiliary 
power plants. They will, Bank 
Chairman William McChesney 
Martain said, “hasten the recon- 
struction of China’s_ transporta- 
tion and power systems.” 

They call for five lines of credit: 

1. To purchase 10 coastal cargo 
vessels from the Maritime Com- 
mission at $4,243,750. 

2. To buy 16 coastal cargo ves- 
sels, previously operated by the 
Army Transport Service, at $2,- 
£00,000. 

3. To buy $16,650,000 of railroad 
repair equipment. 

4. To buy $8,800,000 of auxili- 
ary steam power plants. 

5. To buy $1,500,000 of coal min- 
ing equipment. 

The rate of interest on the cot- 
ton credits, similar to those es- 
tablished for European countries, 
is 2% per cent, but 24 months is 
allowed for maturity of drafts, 
nine months longer than in the 
case of European countries.

“Still . . . I guess I failed him, 
too. There must have _ been 
something I should have done. He 
did all right in school—there just 
should have been some place for 
him to go after school!” 

Bobby Lee’s home, a drab, dark 
cottage on Georgia Ave., had little 
to attract him. There was no 
place for pets. No tree with a 
swing or a trapeze hanging from 
it. No bicycle leaning against the 
steps. Once he apologized to a 
teacher because the glass in the 
front door had been replaced with 
a piece of rusty tin. (“We hate 
living here,” his mother said, “but 
it’s the best we can do. A lot of 
folks don’t have as good in this 
housing shortage.” ) 

He often didn’t go home from 
school and on one or two occa- 
sions stayed away from home all 
night. 

If there had been room in an 
institution Bobby Lee would have 
been there—with his parents’ con- 
sent. But there was no room in 
the training school for Bobby 
Lee—and he met his death wan- 
dering, no one knows why, down 
a dark alley at night.

UAW Rejects GM Demand 
For End to Holdout by Locals 


DETROIT, March 19.—(UP)—The CIO Auto Workers’ 


Union 


Tuesday night rejected a demand by General Motors Corporation 
that the International Union order an immediate end of the 119-day 


strike in all plants. 


Walter P. Reuther, UAW vice 
president and GM division direc- 
tor, in a telegram to Harry W. An- 
derson, GM vice president, denied 
that the UAW had violated any 
agreement with the corporation. 

Anderson had previously warn- 
ed the union that GM would not 
recall any of the 175,000 strikers 
to work, despite rank and file rati- 
fication of the new GM contract, 
while any of the locals remained 
on strike. 

The GM official asserted that 
the new contract did not "provide 
for continuation of the strike “on 
a local option basis,” and asked 
Reuther to order all still-striking 
locals to end the strike immedi- 
ately. 

Reuther answered that the offi- 
cers of the international union and 
the top UAW negotiating commit- 
tee that reached agreement with 
the company March 13 “had a 
clear understanding with the cor- 
poration that the strike settlement 
agreement covered only national 
issues.” 

A late tally indicated that UAW 
locals at some 27 of GM’s 92 
plants, and involving about 65,000 
production workers, had voted to 
continue their walkout until local 
grievances were settled. 


Reuther said it was also under- 
stood that “while these local is- 
sues were being settled by local 
plant managements and local shop 
committees, production would be 
immediately resumed in_ those 
plants where employes voted to 
return to work.” 

The UAW chieftain agreed that 
“it may be true that certain units 
cannot go into production until 
other related units have resumed,” 
as Anderson had explained in his 
earlier telegram. 

“It is a fact, however, that many 
of the corporation’s plants can be- 
gin operating independently of 
other units,” Reuther said, “and 
there is no justification for failure 
to resume production without fur- 
ther delay in such units.” 


He said the International Union 
already had urged shop commit- 
tees in the still striking plants to 
rush negotiations on local disputes. 

Anderson’s demand for an im- 
mediate end to all local strikes 
was made in answer to Reuther’s 
formal report that the UAW in- 
ternational considered the long 
and costly walkout at an end. 
Reuther announced that a major- 
ity of the strikers had ratified the 
national agreement. 

The Associated Press reported 
that actual bargaining negotia- 
tions got under way in Washington 
on a new contract for 400,000 AFL 
United Mine Workers.

Monkeys Who 
Scratch Old Fleas 


Southern newspaper writers, dealing with 
strictly Southern subjects, must be careful lest 
they come to be monkeys in cages scratching the 

same old fat and contented fleas. 


Indeed, some have given up the struggle and become contented 
exhibitionists, scratching their favorite fleas over and over aggin 
before admiring, if undistinguished, audiences. 


As a matter of fact, these writers carry portable cages with 
them and will set them up before almost any organization willing 
to pay the freight for tte writer, his cage and the fleas. 

They long ago learned what every successful politician knows 
—to wit—‘What people ought to believe is not important. What 
they do believe, or want to believe, is.” Also, organizations will 
pay well to have their fur stroked pleasantly. 

There are many audiences which delight to have pleasant fleas 
named “states’ rights,” or “the dangers of state-ism” (whatever 
that is), scratched very vigorously and often. They want to be 
assured that all they believe is right. 

We are a sensitive and proud people, as are peoples in every 
section. Our extreme sectional loyalty, which demands we think like 
Southerners instead of like Americans, grows out of the fact that 
we lost a war—and out of the crimes committed against us as 
a people during the reconstruction period. That war is so close to 
us there are a few still living who fought in it. We have been con- 
ditioned in its emotions, but more particularly in the acids of the 
reconstruction period, 


te This has made us unusually sensitive to criticism. 
Criticism And this is unfortunate. We have had a deal of it 
and much of it has been false and ridiculous. But, also, much of 
it has been true. 

Tobacco Road, th2 play by Erskine Caldwell, was true. I have 
been there and seen that “road.” It is, or was in the years before 
the World War II, worse than Caldwell wrote. The only thing 
wrong with the play was that it dealt with only one small region 
yet was accepted by ignorant agd thoughtless persons as a general 
dramatization of the rural South. 

Yet there are otherwise good people who still are very angry 
about that very true play and insist it slandered the state and 
the South. 

There was too much truth in the revelations about our really 
awful convict and work camps in many states in the South to 
invoke denial, They were, on a minor scale, as bad as the tortures 
and indignities inflicted by the Nazis in their camps, Yet, even 
now, when one of these happily disappearing horrors. is revealed 
thousands of Southerners bridie and damn the, investigator or 
newspaper reporting them as “s'andering the South.” 

Our failure, even today, to give the Negro equal justice in 
our courts; to make. him safe from police brutality; to give him 
his due in education, in playgrounds and the usual civic facilities 
such as paved streets, public health, sewers and so on, is another 
example. Any person who protests forthrightly against this will 
bring upon his head a flood of denunciations among which “traitor 
t. Southern traditions” and “Nigger lover” are the most frequent. 


“Traitor” If a writer in the South refuses to scratch the 

safe, familiar fleas and deals with his region and 
his state analytically, seeking to improve conditions because he 
genuinely loves his section and its people, he faces two inevitable 
abuses, 

Fither he has “sold out” to some “Yankee money,” 
erately “soils his own nest” seeking the applause 
magazines” or ‘‘Northern papers.” 

If he goes North and takes a job and begins writing analytically 
of his region—no matter how honestly and truly—he also is abused 
as one who has to “please his masters” by “nagging the South,” 
or one who has “forgot his Southern traditions’ and deserted “his 
own people.” 

Now, all this, of course, is, if one will but analyze it, the most im- 
proper attitude which could be taken. 

It inspires the unsound critics who are boiling a very cheap 
pot in the writing or speaking field, to indulge in all sorts of 
false criticism, secure in the knowledge the shrieks of rage from 
below the Mason-Dixon line will make it sell. 

The consequence is that many of our writers and speakers 
either quit, and scratch the same old fleas of “Southern tradition,” 
“states’ rights, ‘saccharin’ constructive criticism,” ‘‘the unholy 
course of Northern Democrats,” “let us alone,” the “advancing 
South,” and so on, without ever really. saying anything. 

We are making progress—we are doing some mighty and noble 
things—but we are doing them largely because of those who keep 
pointing out the need for them to be done. 

Those who analyze our weakness and our strength are not 
necessarily our critics when they expose our weaknesses. 

We can do with a little more intellectual honesty 
professional flea scratching.

To Whom the Fruits 
Of Ingenuity, Brains? 


If a wage earner, on his job, devises a more 
efficient: method of doing that job, to whom 
should go the profits of his ingenuity? Him- 

self or his employer? If, by reducing the time required for a given 
operation, such a worker reduces the production cost ot the prod- 
uct, thus increasing the net profits, to whom belongs that added 
gain? The worker? Or the corporation or individual that owns 
the plant wherein he works and that pays him his honest wage” 

In ancient days there would have been no such question. The 
gains, the increased profit, belonged then to the employer, No one 
ever thought of posing such a question, All advances made by em- 
ployes during the time for which they were paid belonged to the 
man who bought that time. 

In our times it has naturally been the custom, when a worker 
could thus contribute to the efficiency or the profits of the firm 
for which he worked, for management to give him a bonus. Some- 
times generously, sometimes parsimoniously. Depending, of course, 
upon the character of said management. 

Rarely, however, has the individual worker received more than 
a small portion of the financial gains his discovery or his intelli- 
gence made possible. 

There is a man in Atlanta who is, today, advocating a “new 
deal” in this respect. His name is J. D. Wilson. He has written 
his plan and had it printed in a folder. He speaks, whenever he 
can, in advocacy of his new plan. It may be, with the growing 
power of organized labor and with its increasing encroachment 
into realms once thought exclusively those of management, his 
idea some day will become the usual order of procedure. 

The Idea Wilson argues that any idea that proves financially 

valuable to industry belongs to the individual who 
worked it out just as much, if not more so, than to the people for 
whom that individual works, 

However, he concedes that the average worker has neither the 
capital, the time nor the opportunity to put his money-saving plan 
into operation or to legally protect his interests. 

Thus the discoverer of a time or money saving idea accepts the 
bonus offered because that is the best he can do. Industry takes 
the idea and thenceforth all the profits go to industry. 

Wilson says—the statistics are his, not mine—the ‘man on the 
job,” conceived time, material and labor saving ideas, during three 
years of war production, which resulted in savings to industry of 
more than two and one-quarter billions of dollars, Total prizes, 
bonuses and awards given the discoverers of these ideas was almost 
two million dollers. Or less than one-tenth of one per cent of the 
amount saved. 

Wilson emphasizes that .hese savings do not include any made by 
members of research staffs or production engineering groups. They 
were strictly the result of the vision of the ‘‘man-on-the-job,” who 
found easier, better and less expensive ways of accomplishing 


given tasks. 

Wilson's proposal 
His Plan a time, Bertie. or labor saving idea take it, not to 
his employer or the management of the plant where he works, 
but to his union. The union, then, would represent him in all nego- 
tiations. 

Wilson would so arrange things that profits from our worker's 
idea would be divided three ways. One-third going to the individual 
who originated the plan. One-third to the industry. And one-third 
to organized labor. 

Labor would use its one-third, says Wilson, to create and main- 
tain a great research laboratory and plant, where original dis- 
coveries would be perfected, the “bugs ironed out” Such a place, 
he argues, would benefit everyone—industry, organized labor, indi- 
vidual workers and the general public. 

Had his plan been in effect during the ‘three years of produc- 
tion previously cited, says Wilson, organized labor would have 
received $750,000,000. Individual members of labor organizations 
who worked out the better methods of operation, would have re- 
ceived $325 for every dollar they did receive under the voluntary 
bonus plan. And industry would have received $750,000,000 which, 
Wilson contends, provides its just share in full. 

The idea reads as revolutionary. It may sound to many who hear 
it for the first time as fantastically radical. 

I'm not attempting, here, to pass any 
plan. I'm merely trying to explain it. Because, 
are going nowadays. it quite conceivable it may 
practice within the not too distant future.

Civilization is a kind of game, 
‘as artificial as any other. The) 
rules are equally arbitrary, but| 
with this difference: they devel- 
oped out of experience and neces- 
i sity. 
| Primitive man doubtless felt 
‘much as the small boy does when | 
he was first required to obey civic | 
‘rules. He was no longer free to 
‘take any desirable thing that was 
loose. He could not with impunity 
kill anybody who happened to get 
in his way. In short, his rights 
ended where another's began. 


The rules of the game have be- 
come much more complicated with 
ithe passing of the centuries, but 
‘the fundamental ones remain un- 
‘changed. 
| The rules are necessary, and 
‘approved by public opinion, for 
‘they protect life and property. But 
they do make winning more diffi-

Okefenokee Swamp 
To Get Whiskey Still 


As spring comes into Georgia at midnight, 
political observers will take their eyes from the 
various “unholy alliances” and “fair-haired candi- 

dates’ and will turn them toward the attic where fishing rods are 


stored. Already political leaders are beginning to talk about the 
importance of developing state parks—perhaps with a touch of per- 
sonal interests as they practice the casting rods on the lawn, but 
nevertheless they are anxious to have places developed in Georgia 
where they can hunt, fish, swim, and go boating. Newsmen whe 
have spent the winter mulling over state financial figures, legisla 
tive probes, educational and health crises, and gubernatorial issues, 
are beginning to call by the state parks office and ask for the 
plans for developing Georgia's recreational facilities. They are not 
always taking notes as they ask questions about how soon these 
parks are going to be ready—and they are offering suggestions as 
well as asking questions. Newsmen, too, have personal interests in 
sunning spots. 


Things are doing in improving parks and tourist attractions. 
The state is ready to build a seaside park off Brunswick and is 
adding a lot of cabins in the mountain park of Vogel, near Cleve 
land.

HAROLD MARTIN: 


The Trees Still Bear 
The Scars of Winter 


Being a sentimentalist at heart, it is a sorrow 
to me to see the damage the sleet storms of the 
winter did to the fine old trees in northeast 

Georgia. In Banks county, at my father’s old home place, trees 
that had defied the weathers stout and sturdy for 70 years stand 
now as shattered and broken as if artillery fire had torn their 
tops to splinters. 

On to the north, past Homer, into Hall and Habersham coun- 
ties, the damage was even worse. Gainesville’s ancient shade tree 
oaks were splintered and broken by the wind and weight of ice 
as if dynamite had been set off among thir topmost branches. In 
Clarkesville, where once oak and maple made a pleasant shade 
under which mountain men spat and whittled and told tall tales, 
there now stand only the stubbed trunks of the trees that once 
were the beauty and pride of the town. The broken limbs have 
been sawed off, and healing mixtures have been painted over the 
raw stubs to keep out rot and worms, but it will be a long, long 
time before the trees come back to their full glory of leaf and 
branch, 

The loss of the shade trees was an aesthetic loss, but the ice cost 
money too. In the foothills, where red and gullied hills had been 
blanketed with acres of “plantation” pines, you can see little sem- 
blance now of the ordered rows of straight, tall growing slender 
trees that were coming so fast to salable size. They were hard to 
break, but the weight of the burdening ice bent and twisted them 
into tangled deadfalls through which a hound dog could hardly 
make his way. They will straighten up some, but they will always 
be warped and crooked. 


: In the mountains the damage was less, 
In the Mountains though the winter was the worst in the 
memory of its oldest men. The low-grade hardwoods on the high 
tops took a terrible beating, but the big trees in the coves and 
along the lower slopes were protected by the sheltering hills. But 
hikers who used to follow the Appalachian trail, that great moun- 
tain highroad that begins at Mount Oglethorpe north of Jasper, and 
winds north and east along the crest of the Blue Ridge and length of 
the eastern seaboard, will find their days of“‘fine walking over. The 
trail now is a tangle of fallen trees, impassable in places even to 
a mountain man. 

Mountain folk are not worrying much, though, about ice damage. 
There is plenty of timber left, and never has timber been worth 
so much, Lumber men are crying for anything that grows—pulip- 
wood, acidwood, which makes use of the old chestnut trees dead 
these many years of blight; veneer wood, saw timber. Anything 
will sell. Little coffee pot sawmills show on every hill, and in 
the towns big sawing operations stand side by side. A man can 
contract for pulpwood from the government forest lands at 75 cents 
a cord, and put it on the railway siding at Blue Ridge the same 
day, worth.$12.50 a cord. 


New ways of getting out the timber, learned in 
Money Itc wartime jungle clearing, are opening up stands 
heretofore unmarketable because they were impossible to get to. 
Now bulldozers are cutting trails into the deepest mountain coves, 
and huge trucks pulling with all ten wheels are going in to get logs 
that were cut by portable machine saws. Lumbering has been 
modernized. 

You ride through the mountains and talk to folks and you begin 
to understand that gleam in their eye, that lust to make money, big 
money, quick, off the forests. There never was such a time 
and there never will be again, maybe. There can’t be, for 30 
years or more, for it will take that long for the forests to grow back 
to where they were when the big cutting started. 

Even I, a sentimentalist about trees, feel a little of that money 
itch. The one old oak, and the scraggly Spanish oak, and the few 
young pines in my back yard wouldn't bring much, I know. But 
around my neighborhood there are some mighty fine dogwood trees. 
And a man at Blue Ridge told me he'd pay $30 a cord for all the 
dogwood timber he could find. Q@nybody got a good sharp ax they 
want to lend me some dark night soon?

Mortal- 
ity among policyholders, excluding war deaths, was 
the lowest on record. The yield on the Company’s 
investments followed the general trend and declined 
somewhat. The Company had asset gains which 
made it possible to revise policy and annuity reserves 
so as to reflect lower interest earnings. Scales of divi- 
dends to policyholders were maintained, and in some 
cases slightly increased. 


Unassigned surplus funds at the year end 
amounted to $448,600,000. In addition the Company 
had special surplus funds of $109,400,000, of whick 
$95,100,000 represented a special reserve for pos 
sible loss or fluctuation in the value of investments 
and $14,300,000 a Group Insurance reserve for epi- 
demics, etc. These funds represent an extra cushion 
of safety for policyholders.

Plantation Here for Visit 


One of the season’s most interesting visitors is Mrs. Gardner 
Brewer Penniman, of Long Island, N. Y., who is the guest of her 
niece, Mrs. Hanson McNamara, on Cumberland road. Mrs. Penniman, 
whois the former owner of historic Belle Isle plantation in George- 
town county, near Charleston, S. C., admits of a bit of the wander- 
lust in her make-up, because she is always on the go. 

Mrs. Penniman has crossed the ocean 43 times by steamer and 
once by plane, and she has crossed the English channel too many 
times to count. During her husband’s lifetime they went regularly 
to England for the hunting, and spent 19 seasons there. They came 
back to this country in 1938 for a visit, but returned to England 
and thence to their villa-in Italy, where they stayed until the war 
became imminent. En route home they visited their daughter, Mrs. 
H. J. Cleeve, of Ireland, whose husband was a captain in the British 
secret service.

Senators Attempt 
To Save Pay Bill; 
Russell Firm 


WASHINGTON, March 19—(/) 
Senate leaders were reported 
Tuesday night at work on some 
compromise to save the adminis- 
tration’s minimum wage legisla- 
tion from wreckage in the Senate. 

One senator, asking not to be 
quoted by name, said he under- 
stood one idea getting considera- 
tion was to take 10 cents off the 
proposed scale all along the line. 

The measure now calls for an 
immediate increase from 40 to 65 
cents in the statutory minimum 
wage, an increase to 70 cents after 
two years, and to 75 cents after 
four years. The compromise 
would call for 55, 60 and 65 cent 
stages. 

Sen. Russell, Democrat, Georgia, 
told reporters he intends to press 
his proposed farm-price-boosting 
amendment, regardless of what 
scale the Senate may agree upon. 

There have been predictions 
from other Senators that adoption 
of the Russell amendment would 
lead President Truman to veto the 
measure.

“Whereas, the Atlanta Associa- 
tion of Baptist Churches, repre- 
senting 93 congregations with a 
membership of 70,407 persons, 
has repeatedly petitioned the 
President and the Congress to im- 
mediately terminate this unconsti- 
tutional relationship with the Vati- 
can as the symbol of the Roman
